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risk at care home 


THE owners of a care 
home have been fined 
£11,100 for kitchen 
hygiene offences which 
put elderly residents at 
risk. 

Environment health offi¬ 
cers found a damaged and 
dirty floor, a dirty meat 
slicer and a lack of hand¬ 
washing facilities in the 
kitchen at the only care 
home in Newmarket. 

Officers carried out the inspec¬ 
tion at the Kingfisher House home 
after receiving a complaint, mag¬ 
istrates in Mildenhall were told. 

The home’s owner, Four Seas¬ 
ons Home (No 4) Ltd, of Wilmslow, 
Cheshire, admitted six offences 
under the food hygiene regu¬ 
lations. 
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In addition to the fine, the 
company was ordered to pay 
£3,500 prosecution costs to Forest 
Heath District Council. 

Passing sentence, magistrate 
John Dennehy said: “These offen¬ 
ces had a significant potential to 
cause illness to residents of the 
care home and, in some cases due 
to a lack of maintenance, jeop¬ 
ardised the safety of staff.” 

None of the 91 residents became 
ill as a result, and the company 
sacked the head chef responsible 
for the shortcomings, the court 
was told. 

Atiyah Malik, in mitigation, 
said the company had spent £3,000 
on new equipment and installed a 
new floor in the kitchen. 

She said staff worked late after 
the inspection last May to clean 


the kitchen, and contractors were 
later called in to carry out a “deep 
clean”. 

She said new management staff 
had been brought in together with 
an executive chef to oversee food 
safety 

She said: “There is no sugg¬ 
estion that Four Seasons cut 
corners to maximise profit.” 

Paul Weller, prosecuting for the 
council, said: “The kitchen wasn’t 
maintained to a standard that vul¬ 
nerable people in the care home 
were entitled to expect.” 

He said the meat slicer had not 
been cleaned and had grease on it, 
as did a probe thermometer which 
had a frayed cable and needed 
repair. 

Tiles on he floor of the kitchen 
were lifting, which made it 
difficult to clean. 

Mr Weller handed the magist¬ 
rates a photo of the floor showing 


food debris and other items which 
had not been cleaned up. 

He said: “This isn’t the cond¬ 
ition one would expect a kitchen 
of this nature to be in.” 

Mr Weller said a year earlier the 
council had given the home a list 
of recommendations after a 
previous inspection. 

He said: “It is a disappointment 
that between the inspections the 
fundamental flaws were not rem¬ 
edied.” 

After the hearing Coun Rona 
Burt, the council’s member 
champion for regulatory services, 
said: “This prosecution will serve 
as a sharp reminder to everyone 
in the food business that the 
council has a robust inspection 
policy 

“We will not hesitate to take 
action where necessary in the 
interest of the health and well¬ 
being of our communities.”

It also creates 
employment in this country and 
abroad, and even the plastic 
bags are recycled. 

“It’s quite a good knock-on 
effect.”

Treasures from the past come to 
life in artistic mural at bus station 


THE Mildenhall treasure is 
among features from the town’s 
history included in a mural. 

The new artwork is situated in 
Mildenhall’s bus station and was 
officially unveiled by Coun Nigel 
Roman, who chairs the 
Mildenhall regeneration group. 
Subjects in the mural include the 
historic Market Cross, which 
dates from the 16th Century, and 
the Mildenhall Treasure - a 


hoard of Roman silver 
discovered during the Second 
World War. The Mildenhall to 
Melbourne Air Race of 1934 is 
also highlighted in the mural. 
Students from Mildenhall College 
of Technology produced some of 
the artwork, and professional 
artist Stuart Green used some of 
their designs in the mural, 
together with his own ideas. 

The bus station, which cost 


nearly £400,000 to build, was 
officially opened two years ago. 

It was built in response to 
complaints about buses 
obstructing the street and was 
seen as a boost for the town. 

A member of staff from Forest 
Heath District Council is 
employed in the bus station to 
give people information about 
council services.

Plan to convert 
house into flats 

NEW plans for the 
conversion of a four-storey 
house into flats have been 
submitted to Forest Heath 
District Council. 

Proposals to convert 15 The 
Avenue, Newmarket, into 
eight flats are being 
considered by planners. 

A previous plan for nine 
flats was withdrawn in 
November. 


School places ‘will stay 
same in two-tier system’ 


CLAIMS that a schools’ 
shake-up will stop some 
village children from 
completing their educa¬ 
tion in Newmarket have 
been rejected by a leading 
councillor. 

Coun Patricia O’Brien, who is 
heading the move to two-tier 
education across Suffolk, was 
responding to claims by the 
pressure group Save Suffolk 
Middle Schools (SSMS). 

She also denied claims by 
SSMS that half the teachers in 
the Haverhill area, which is 
currently moving towards a 
two-tier system, were looking 
for new jobs across the border 
in Cambridgeshire. 

Coun Mrs O’Brien, Suffolk 
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County Council’s portfolio 
holder for children, school’s 
and young people’s services, 
said the changes would not stop 
pupils at Wickhambrook Com¬ 
munity Primary School from 
continuing their education at a 
school in Newmarket. 

Children from the village 
advance to a Newmarket middle 
school at the age of nine and 
then move on to Newmarket 
College. 

But SSMS said that the 
changes could mean that pupils 
from the village would have to 
go to a Haverhill comprehen¬ 
sive. 

Coun Mrs O’Brien said the 


council’s cabinet meeting on 
March 4 would consider options 
for the future of education in 
Haverhill as well as Lowestoft. 

She said: “Two of these 
options would retain the 
existing catchment arrange¬ 
ments for pupils currently 
attending Wickhambrook 
Community Primary School. 

“Under these options, pupils 
would be able to remain at 
Wickhambrook Primary School 
until they were 11 before 
transferring to a secondary 
school in either Haverhill or 
Newmarket. 

“Parents would also have the 
option of applying for a place at 
a school in Newmarket when 
they are ready to move to the 
next stage in their education if 
they so wished and priority for 


places at those schools would be 
the same as it is now. We will be 
reviewing the school system in 
Newmarket and Mildenhall 
next year, with a view to this 
also becoming two tier, ie 
primary and secondary schools 
from 2012.” 

She said a third option was to 
establish a high school in Clare, 
which Wickhambrook pupils 
could attend. 

On the jobs issue she said 
there was “no evidence” to 
support the claim that half the 
teachers at Haverhill schools 
were looking for new jobs in 
Cambridgeshire. 

She said Suffolk County 
Council was encouraging 
school governing bodies to sign 
up to a staffing protocol to help 
protect middle school staff. 
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Working man went on claiming benefits 


A YOUNG man received more than 
£1,000 in benefits to which he was not 
entitled, a court heard. 

Russell Durrant, 25, continued to 
receive housing benefit and council 
tax benefit because he did not tell 
council officials that he was working. 

Durrant, of St George Flats, Icewell 
Hill, Newmarket, was given a 
conditional discharge for 24 months 
by magistrates at Mildenhall after he 
admitted failing to notify Forest 
Heath District Council of a change in 
his circumstances. He was also 
ordered to pay £400 costs to the 
council which will recover the 


outstanding benefits through civil 
action or “claw back” from benefits 
he may legally receive. 

He admitted failing to notify the 
change of circumstances between 
August 4 and November 15, 2006. 

Sarah Otte, prosecuting for the 
council, said Durrant had ignored 
invitations to meet with council 
officials to discuss the issue. 

She said the council had been 
prepared to issue an administrative 
penalty which would not have 
required him to come to court, but 
five times he failed to turn up for 
interviews organised by officials. 


She said the JobCentre had told the 
council he was no longer receiving 
Jobseekers’ allowance - but he should 
have told the council himself. 

The total outstanding was £1,030. 

Jenny Turner, in mitigation, said 
Durrant needed help with paperwork 
and had previously lived in a hostel 
where staff had filled in forms for 
him. 

“He does have difficulty reading 
and writing and is a bit dis¬ 
organised,” she said. 

She said he hoped to qualify as a 
plumber and become self-employed.

Allotment land 
under new threat

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A CAMPAIGN to pre¬ 
vent building on allot¬ 
ment land is to be 
revived. 

The move follows an 
announcement of a £2.6 
million housing scheme. 

Details of the plans by 
Kings Forest Housing went on 
show at a public exhibition on 
Tuesday. 

But residents in St John’s 
Avenue, Newmarket, and 
other roads nearby are ready 
to oppose the proposal to 
build on what was part of 
Crockfords allotments. 

A similar battle was fought 
four years ago when plans 
were withdrawn after oppo¬ 
sition. 

Kings Forest, which took 
over all of Forest Heath 
District Council’s rented 
homes three years ago, is 
hoping to win round oppo¬ 
nents. 

Coun Peter Cresswell, who 
represents the area on East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, said: “This is a 
controversial scheme with all 
sorts of implications for the 
area, particularly from a 


highways point of view. 

“I envisage mass opposition 
to the scheme on the same 
scale as in 2004, when there 
were 130 letters of objection.” 

The exhibition was staged 
by agents Peacock Short who 
are acting on behalf of Kings 
Forest Housing, part of the 
Flagship group of housing 
associations. 

The scheme proposes 14 
bungalows and houses for 
rent plus 10 flats and houses 
to be occupied under a shared 
ownership scheme. 

Fewer homes have been 
proposed in the current plan 
than in the 2004 scheme, when 
more than 30 were planned. 


Richard Radcliffe, regional 
director of Kings Forest, said 
it was hoped work would start 
at the end of 2009 or early 2010 
- if planning permission was 
given. 

He said the homes were 
planned to fulfil local demand 
for “affordable” housing. 

He said: “This is very much 
about local needs being met. 

“This is the last piece of 
land in our ownership in 
Newmarket that is being 
developed. 

“Since we took over the 
former council housing stock 
three years ago we have 
provided more than 300 new 
homes.”

Merger could help 
councils clean up 


MOVES to merge two 
council’s waste collection 
and street cleaning ser¬ 
vices could lead to sav¬ 
ings. 

Council chiefs have said 
there are “no risks to jobs” and 
that while redundancies are 
not planned some jobs may 
eventually go through the non¬ 
replacement of staff. 

The move could see Forest 
Heath District Council and St 
Edmundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil sharing the service covering 
both areas which cover New¬ 
market, Mildenhall, Haverhill 
and Bury St Edmunds. 

Informal talks about joint 
working between the two 
councils has been going for 
nearly two years. 

Now the two councils, which 
are among the best in the coun¬ 
try at recycling, are moving 
closer to merging the oper¬ 
ation. 

A report to Forest Heath’s 
community services comm¬ 
ittee, which met on Tuesday, 
recommends the formation of 
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a joint committee to take over 
the waste collection and street 
cleaning operations - subject to 
the acceptance of a legal 
agreement. 

A full merger of the service 
could take between two and 
four years, according to the 
report. 

The councils are looking at 
whether there will be cost 
savings by having bin coll¬ 
ection rounds operating across 
the boundaries. 

The councils will also be 
reviewing “options for re¬ 
placing staff when they leave”. 

Nigel McCurdy, Forest 
Heath’s strategic director of 
services, said in the report: 
“Whilst it is clear that a totally 
integrated approach can bring 
substantial benefits, it is also 
apparent that the level of risk, 
along with the extent of 
organisational change - and 
potential impact on staff - 
increases proportionately with 


the level of joint working.” 

He said that a “measured 
approach” would help control 
the risks and provide time for 
“smoothing” the potential 
impact on staff. 

The report’s authors added 
that full consultation would be 
held with staff at all stages as 
the partnership between the 
two councils progressed. 

Keith Marley, head of 
environmental services at 
Forest Heath, said: “There are 
no risks to jobs. 

“The aim of the partnering 
agreement is simply to for¬ 
malise some of our existing 
joint working and to look at 
options to improve services to 
the public whilst maintaining 
or reducing costs. 

“The reference to reviewing 
vacant posts is simply an ex¬ 
tension of what each authority 
would do naturally when a 
vacancy arises but with the 
partnering agreement in place 
we would look to see whether 
existing capacity within either 
authority could be utilised.”

A CHARITY which 
gives out food to 
other good causes 
is planning to 
expand its activities 
after moving to 
Newmarket. 
Cambridge 
Foodbank, formerly 
of Coldhams Road, 
Cambridge, has 
moved in a joint 
venture with the 
Open Door 
homeless charity 
which has ex Beirut 
hostage Terry Waite 
as its president. 

The foodbank was 
created nearly ten 
years ago by two 
homeless charities: 
Emmaus, 
Cambridge, and 
Jimmy’s 
Nightshelter. 

It distributes more 
than 70 tonnes of 
food which cannot 
be sold in shops 
due to short sell-by 
dates or wrong 
labelling or packing. 
The move to Craven 
Way is part of a 
plan to extend the 
service to Suffolk 
and Norfolk. The 
charity hopes the 
new site will help it 
expand to handle 
over 100 tonnes of 
food and household 
goods a year.

abuse issues or 
who are elderly. 
Supermarket chains 
Sainsbury and 
Waitrose are among 
the groups backing 
the scheme as well 
as Classic Cuisine 
and Premier Foods. 
The foodbank also 
hopes to launch a 
“Shop ’n’ share” 
scheme at 
supermarkets 
where shoppers 
can deposit cans of 
food and other 
items in special 
donation boxes. 
John Durrant, who 
chairs the foodbank 
and is general 
manager of Open 
Door, said: “This is 
an exciting 
opportunity for both 
charities with great 
synergy in our 
objectives and 
operational 
methods. 

“A merger is also 


under consideration 
to reduce 
overheads and 
nurture both 
organisations- 
although the food 
distribution will 
maintain its 
separate trading 
identity.” 

Newmarket Open 
Door, whose 
president is former 
Beirut hostage Terry 
Waite, operates the 
Charity Superstore 
and Training Centre 
in Craven Way, 
which collects and 
sells donated 
furniture, clothing 
and bric-a-brac with 
voluntary help. 

Open Door also 
runs supported 
housing for single, 
homeless and 
vulnerable younger 
people aged 16-30 
and is the district 
council’s contractor 
for a family hostel. 


Ken Smith, foodbank 
operation manager, 
said: “The new 
warehouse has 
already enabled us 
to receive the 
largest delivery we 
have ever had and 
given a huge boost 
to the mealtimes of 
disadvantaged 
people. 

“We are able to 
distribute a wide 
variety of tinned and 
packet foodstuffs 
as well as toiletries, 
frozen foods and 
cleaning products 
which can help 
people in need. 
Improving 
nutritional intake 
improves the quality 
of life for people.”

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MP raises horse cruelty issue 


AN MP has taken up a racehorse 
agent’s claims about cruelty to 
horses he came across while working 
in a Middle Eastern state. 

Richard Spring, whose constit¬ 
uency includes Newmarket, was 
contacted by Rick Dale, who worked 
in the Sultanate of Oman for several 
months last year. 

Mr Dale, of Chestnut Close, 
Mildenhall, has started a publicity 
campaign to draw attention to what 
he said was deliberate cruelty to 
horses owned by the ruler Sultan 
Qaboos. 

He is organising a demonstration 
against the Embassy of Oman in 
London on February 5. 


There has been no official 
response to the campaign by the 
Sultan or his representatives. 

Mr Spring has raised the issue 
with the Foreign Secretary, David 
Miliband, and has asked for his 
advice and comments. 

Mr Dale, 47, has not been paid for 
the work he did as the Sultan’s 
“racing expert”. 

But he said the issue was not about 
money. He has set up a website 
showing pictures of horses which, 
he said, were left out in 45-degree 
heat without food or water.

Clocktower road 


plans condemned

PLANS to revamp a busy 
road junction have been 
branded “a fiasco”. 

Coun Bill Burch, mayor of 
Newmarket, has criticised 
proposals by Suffolk County 
Council to redesign the town’s 
Clocktower junction. 

The proposals have been 
under discussion for more 
than two years after the 
county council ruled that 
changes were needed to 
improve safety at the junction. 

Five roads meet there - the 
High Street, Bury Road, 
Fordham Road, Old Station 
Road and Exeter Road. 

But the county council’s 
latest proposals mean traffic 
will no longer be able to join 
Exeter Road from the junction. 

Instead, traffic will be able 
to enter Exeter Road from the 
High Street. Part of Exeter 
Road, currently a one-way 
street, is set to be converted 
into a two-way road. 

The cost of the scheme has 
risen to £600,000, from a 
previous estimate of £350,000. 
The county council previously 
proposed installing traffic

lights at the junction and even 
looked into the possibility of 
moving the historic Clock¬ 
tower, which dates from the 
reign of Queen Victoria. 

After the traffic lights idea 
was opposed by the town 
council, the county council’s 
roads experts have agreed to 
keep a roundabout at the 
junction. 

Coun Burch, who has been 
an outspoken critic of the 
scheme, said: “It’s an absolute 
nonsense. I feel we have got to 


go back to the county council 
and say it’s not workable. 

“Lorries which currently go 
through Exeter Road to make 
deliveries to the back of shops 
in the High Street and the 
Guineas shopping centre will 
have to go via Fordham Road 
and Fred Archer Way under 
this arrangement. We have got 
to get more clarification about 
the plans. 

“It’s going to take six to nine 
months to do the work and 
when it’s done it will be a 
complete fiasco.” 

Rod Sore, the county 
council’s safety engineering 
manager, told the town council 
last month: “In 2006 there 
were six injury accidents, 
resulting in nine casualties in 
the area around the 
Clocktower junction. 

“So far in 2007 there have 
been three injury accidents 
with five casualties.” 

He said work was due to be 
carried out this spring to 
move cables and drains in 
preparation for the scheme, 
which is due to get under way 
in April. 

He said the scheme still 
represented good value for 
money, despite the rise in cost.

Cheap homes 
have high price 
for neighbours 

Sir, Flagship Housing, a government 
subsidiary, may be popular with those who 
need houses but when its building plans 
become a nightmare scenario for residents 
directly affected then it becomes the 
enemy and lines are drawn. 

Such is the situation in Church Lane Close, 
Barton Mills. 

Flagship plans to demolish garages at the 
end of the road and build six affordable 
houses on the site. 

What is wrong with that? 

Church Lane Close is very narrow, 
measuring just 13ft wide. Cars pass each 
other carefully, but even so wing mirrors 
often suffer especially when a large vehicle 
comes in.

charge of 
speeding

SIX-TIMES champion 
jockey Kieren Fallon 
has been charged with 
speeding on a Cam¬ 
bridge street. 

Fallon’s case was on the 
list at Ely Magistrates’ Court 
last Thursday but he did not 
appear in person. He sub¬ 
mitted a plea of not guilty to 
driving at 40mph along 
Milton Road in Cambridge, 
where there is a 30mph limit 
in force, on May 16 last year. 

The case was adjourned 
for four weeks, to a trial date 
to be set. 

The 42 year old, whose 
address was given as The 
Severals, Newmarket, also 
denied failing to provide the 
police with information 
relating to the identification 
of the driver at the time of 
the alleged offence. 

Last week’s case was the 
latest brush with the legal 
system after his trial for 
alleged race fixing collapsed 
spectacularly at the end of 
last year. 

The millionaire jockey’s 
trial had run for two months, 
but Fallon and five other men 
were acquitted by an Old 
Bailey jury on the directions

of the trial’s judge Mr 
Justice Forbes. 

He said there was no case 
to answer following defence 
submissions at the end of 
prosecution evidence. 

Though Fallon was 
acquitted, his career is in 
doubt after revelations he 
failed a drugs test emerged 
within 24 hours of the col¬ 
lapse of his race-fixing trial. 

He tested positive for 
cocaine following a race in 
France on August 19, and the 
B sample has since tested 
positive. 

Fallon is due to face a 
disciplinary hearing in 
France. If he is hit with a 
worldwide ban of at least 18 
months, the verdict could 
end his career.

Third person will 
not be prosecuted 


A THIRD person ques¬ 
tioned by police in conn¬ 
ection with a robbery at 
a convenience store has 
been told that he will 
face no further action.

If there is one subject that we all put out of our minds it is our own mortality, we would rather think about it later rather than sooner, if at all. 
However this does not mean that we still worry about meeting the cost of funeral arrangements. The fact is that like any product or service 
the cost of funerals continues to rise and in some cases may be seen as expensive. Most people would not wish to burden their family or 
friends with both the worry and expense of their funeral arrangements. The problem becomes more acute should you enter into residential 
care and find that you are unable to survive on the current allowance of £19.60 (£20.00 in Wales) per week. Consequently the £21,000 
(£20,000 in Scotland and £21,500 in Wales) of savings and capital you are allowed to retain may be used up supplementing your daily living 
expenses and not leave enough to cover the eventual cost of funeral arrangements. The price of a funeral in the UK can now be as much as 
*£3300 for burial and almost £2000 for cremation. Over the six year period 2000 - 2006 the average cost of a funeral increased by an 
average of 61% in the UK. Of course prices vary from one part of the country to another so you should check prices applicable in this area by 
contacting your preferred local funeral director. Any help from the Social Fund, for those who meet the eligibility criteria, is a maximum of 
£700 for the funeral directors fees plus doctors and cremation or cemetery fees. 

As part of your financial planning for later years, you would be wise to consider planning and paying for your funeral in advance if you wish to 
spare your family and friends both the expense and responsibility of interpreting your final wishes. Over 650,000 people have now done just 
that by purchasing a pre paid funeral plan. Payment is generally made in a single lump sum, although most Funeral Plan providers allow 
payment by instalments. If you are considering purchasing a plan you should first compare benefits and prices. Not all plans are the same 
and no matter how glossy the literature and how familiar the name it is essential that you find out exactly what is covered and what are your 
options. 

Is there a guarantee that your family or estate will never be asked to pay more at the time of need for the funeral directors services you have 
selected? Does the plan allow you to fully cover the funeral directors’ fees and make provision for disbursements, which are the costs of the 
cemetery, or crematorium and the fees paid to doctors and clergy. Ensure that you have the freedom to select the funeral director. You may 
have a particular firm in mind. Over 62% prefer a local independent family funeral director or you may wish to use a branch of a large 
conglomerate. Some plans restrict your choice to those funeral directors owned by the plan provider’s parent company, thus excluding local 
independent firms. If you want to know who owns the firm you select just ask them or the funeral plan provider. 

Other points to check when choosing a plan are: 

Is your money paid directly into a trust fund, which is a separate legal entity to the plan provider? 

Does the plan provider abide by a recognised code of conduct? 

Is payment by lump sum or instalments? 

Can you personalise the plan to reflect your own wishes? 

What happens if you move from your current address - does the plan have nationwide coverage? 

Are there any health or age restrictions? 

Can you obtain a refund at any time? 

Has the plan provider been accepted by the Funeral Planning Authority as a registered provider? 

Is the plan provider a member of The Funeral Planning Council (FPC) or the National Association of Pre-Paid Funeral Plans NAPFP 

Several insurance companies promote schemes to provide for funeral expenses under which, in return for a fixed monthly premium there is a 
guaranteed sum paid out on death. Generally no medical examination is required however there is usually a maximum age for entry into the 
scheme. There is no guarantee that the sum paid will cover the funeral expenses and in most cases the funeral arrangements are not 
detailed. If you are in good health and likely to continue to live for more than 12 years you may well pay more in premiums than the sum paid 
out on death.

New police partners aim for better service 


POLICE forces in Suffolk and 
Norfolk are set to share resources in 
a bid to deliver a better service to the 
public. 

The forces agreed to become 
“preferred partners” in an 
announcement to officers and staff. 

They will now identify how the 
forces can share their knowledge 
and expertise to their mutual 
benefit. 

Simon Ash, Suffolk’s Chief Con¬ 
stable, said: “This is an exciting 
development for both Norfolk and 
Suffolk and we are committed to 
working as efficiently and effectively 
as possible. 

“We will continue to actively 
support regional collaboration and 


to build on the excellent relat¬ 
ionships that already exist with 
Cambridgeshire and other forces in 
our region. 

“The preferred partnership simply 
recognises that it is faster and easier 
for two organisations who share 
much in common to move forward 
together.” 

Protective services, the command 
which includes major investigations, 
intelligence, vulnerable people and 
forensic services, is the first area of 
work to be highlighted. 

The forces agreed to have a single 
joint protective services command to 
deliver specialist crime and oper¬ 
ation services. 

Gulshan Kayembe, chairman of 


Suffolk Police Authority, said: “It 
makes sense for us to move forward 
together. 

“Today’s police service needs the 
development of stronger links 
between the forces and this collab¬ 
oration with Norfolk can only help us 
provide a more efficient and effective 
service to local people.” 

Ian McPherson, Norfolk’s Chief 
Constable, said the move would result 
in increased operational capability 
for front line policing. 

He said: “It is about thinking 
differently and working in different 
ways to overcome the twin challenges 
of a future marked by a continued 
pressure on budgets and the desire to 
improve our services further.”

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Schools on top form 
with record results

BRIGHT students from all 
across the region have gone 
to the top of the class nation¬ 
wide with their outstanding 
GCSE and A-level results. 

Last Thursday’s tables, published 
by the Department for Children, 
Schools and Families (DCSF), show 
49.6 per cent of Cambridgeshire’s 
Key Stage 4 students achieved five 
or more A* to C grades at GCSE 
level, including maths and English. 
This compares with 46.7 per cent 
nationally 

The high-flying results of stud¬ 
ents at the Perse School for Girls 
put them in 11th place nationally 
for the GCSE results achieved in 
2007. All eligible pupils achieved 
five or more GCSEs at grades A* to 
C at Cambridgeshire’s top per¬ 
forming school. 

Tricia Kelleher, principal, wel¬ 
comed the news that her school had 
maintained its number one 
ranking in the county for both 
GCSE and A-level results. 

She said: “We are very, very 
pleased. It is a testament to the 
hard work of students and staff. 

“The girls are very aspirational 
and believe in themselves. We are 
academically a very successful 
school but the girls are also eng¬ 
aged in sport, drama, music - any 
number of interests.” 

The Leys School, Cambridge, 
was another to feature in the 
country’s top 200 for its GCSE

results, with 98 per cent achieving 
five or more GCSEs at grades A* to 
C. It was ranked second in Camb¬ 
ridgeshire. And it was followed by 
The King’s School, Ely, where 97 
per cent achieved the required 
standards. 

Sue Freestone, headteacher at 
The King’s School, Ely, said: “Per¬ 
formance tables frequently fail to 
reflect the true worth of the 
achievements of young people. 

“But the most satisfying fact 
revealed by these figures is the 
year-on-year improvement in 
results attained by King’s pupils 
over the past four years. We are 
grateful for their efforts and proud 
of their achievements.” 

The pick of the county’s comp¬ 
rehensive schools was Comberton 
Village College - 71 per cent of its 
pupils collected five or more GCSEs 
at grades A* to C. 

Paul Lawrence, deputy principal, 
said: “We are delighted with the 
results, particularly the measure of 
five A* to C grades with maths and 
English. 

“It demonstrated that pupils are 
performing at a high level and 
maintain a high level of literacy 
and numeracy” 

He said the pupils who took their 
GCSEs last year had the lowest Key 
Stage 2 results on entry to the 


college for a decade. He said their 
exam performance was a testimony 
to their hard work. 

In the contextual value added 
(CVA) measure, which shows the 
most effective schools in helping 
pupils progress from the age of 11 
to 16, Parkside Community College 
was top of the list, closely followed 
by Manor Community College, 
Cambridge. 

Students in Hertfordshire easily 
out-performed the national average 
with 55.9 per cent getting five or 
more GCSEs at grades A* to C. 
Suffolk students scored 47.3 per 
cent, Essex students got 47.2 per 
cent and Bedfordshire pupils 
achieved 47.1 per cent. 

The published figures show 
Cambridgeshire’s youngsters have 
an average GCSE point score of 
377.4, marginally down from 378.4 
last year. At A-level, Hills Road 
Sixth Form College was in the 
country’s top 200 performing 
schools for its results. 

It was joined by four other 
schools from our region in the top 
200 schools at A-level when mea¬ 
sured by average point score - the 
Perse School for Girls, The Perse 
School, Mander Portman Wood¬ 
ward (MPW), all in Cambridge, and 
the Friends’ School, Saffron 
Walden. 

Schools Minister Jim Knight 
welcomed the record GCSE results 
and congratulated schools who 
raised their game - but warned 


there would be no let up on low- 
performing schools. 

He said: “These results are very 
positive and build on excellent 
improvements over the last decade. 
There are fewer poorly performing 
schools. 

“Back in 1997 over half of all 
secondary schools were failing to 
get 30 per cent or more of their 
pupils to what we now see as the 
benchmark for any teenager - five 
higher level GCSEs or equivalent 
with English and maths. 

“This is now down to a fifth of 
schools. The number has plum¬ 
meted by 150 in the last year alone. 
On current trends there should be 
no schools under this level by 
2012 .” 

He also praised schools which 
scored well for contextual value 
added. He said: “These schools 
should be very proud of them¬ 
selves. The teachers, parents and 


pupils have worked incredibly 
hard. Many of these schools are in 
challenging circumstances but they 
have refused to let this hold them 
back. 

“Education is all about con¬ 
stantly striving for more and 
raising your game and that is why 
these schools should be seen as an 
example to everyone.” 

But headteachers condemned the 
tables as “a toxic influence from 
the era of competition and market- 
based education policies”. 

John Dunford, general secretary 
of the Association of School and 
College Leaders, warned that 
pupils were being encouraged to 
take easier subjects to boost school 
rankings. 

He said: “League tables create 
perverse incentives. The latest 
manifestation of this is the dra¬ 
matic fall in the numbers taking 
modern foreign languages.”

WEST Suffolk Hospital has 
been given the green light to 
re-apply for NHS Found¬ 
ation Trust status. 

The hospital, which takes 
patients from Newmarket, 
Mildenhall and Haverhill, 
has been nominated by the 
East of England Strategic 
Health Authority to the 
Department of Health as 
ready to proceed with a 
foundation trust applic¬ 
ation. 

The trust has a £12 million 
historic deficit, which 
resulted in a delay in its 
application in the summer, 
and though it is still 
required to pay back the 
money, this is no longer a 
barrier to its plans to seek 
Foundation Trust status. 

Chief executive Chris 
Bown said: “This is good 
news for staff and patients. 

“We are set on becoming 
an NHS foundation trust 
and we continued to develop 
our application, including 
the development of an 
integrated business plan, 
which underpins sound 
financial and organisational 
management. 

“We are in a strong posi¬ 


tion to take our application 
forward.” 

A 12-week consultation 
with local communities is 
due to run from Monday 
until April 13. The trust said 
that securing the views of 
local people who use the 
Bury St Edmunds hospital’s 
services was an essential 
component of a successful 
bid. 

The trust said the hospital 
had made “tremendous 
progress” since its last 
foundation trust application 
was turned down in March 
2005 because of its financial 
situation. It has made a 
significant reduction in 
costs of around £20 million 
over the last three years. 

Gaining the special status 
would give the hospital 
more financial freedom to 
develop new services and 
initiatives to meet the 
specific needs of the public. 

People could have a 
greater voice in how 
services are provided by 
becoming members of the 
new trust. They could have 
an even stronger say in its 
direction by standing as 
governors.

WATER supplies to 58,000 
homes in Cambridgeshire 
have been put under threat 
after thousands of gallons 
of jet fuel leaked into the 
ground at an American 
Air Force base. 

Contractors working at the 
Mildenhall base are being 
prosecuted for causing pollution 
of an underground water supply 

The incident happened in April 
last year and could take decades 
to clear up as the fuel seeps 
through into the chalk which 
holds the underground water 
supplies. 

Although 6,000 gallons of fuel 
have been recovered so far, the 
pollution could reach a water 
supply borehole a mile from 
where the leak occurred in a year. 

Anne-Lise McDonald, prosecu¬ 
ting for the Environment Agency,

outlined the case at Mildenhall 
Magistrates’ court. 

Roy Clarke, 59, who trades as 
Underground Solutions, of Diss, 
Norfolk, and T Clarke (Midlands) 
Ltd, based in South-East London, 
have denied causing pollution. 

The case against the 
companies was adjourned until 
Monday, February 4, for court 
officials to try to arranging a date 
for the trial and a special hearing 
to settle a legal point raised by 
the defence. 

Mrs McDonald said: “The risks 
were known, but proper care 
wasn’t taken to deal with the 
risks.” 

She said T Clarke (Midlands) 
sub-contracted Roy Clarke to drill 
under a taxi-way at the base 
when a 10-inch stainless steel fuel 


pipe was damaged on April 20. 

She said the workers had 
encountered a problem where a 
pipe they were installing got 
stuck. They went home that night 
intending to try to fix the 
problem the following day 

But that night 38,000 gallons of 
JP8 jet fuel leaked from the pipe. 

Mrs McDonald said: “There is 
clearly a very serious impact on 
the environment from this 
incident.” 

An Anglian Water spokes¬ 
woman said the borehole 
supplied homes in the Ely, 
Haddenham and Soham areas. 

Extra monitoring was being 
carried out to give advance 
warning of any threat to the 
water supply and AW had 
contingency plans to open up 
new sources of water if the 
borehole was contaminated so 
that domestic supplies would not 
be disrupted.

side for five minutes 
because you can’t tell 
exactly when a prod¬ 
uction will finish, and 
it wouldn’t be safe to 
have 350 kids spilling 
out on to the street.

Mr Turnock, who 
has paid the £60 fine,

Last year 9,724 £60 
tickets were issued - 
reduced to £30 if paid 
quickly.

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Satnav software in ‘glitch’ furore 



■ SIGN ... beware satnav error alert is getting more common! 


AFTER dozens of examples 
of satellite navigation 
systems literally leading 
drivers up the garden path, 
the reason for the 
misguided instructions has 
finally become clear - it’s 
all down to the software. 

Research has found that design 
glitches are to blame for the recent 
rise in satnav-related driving 
errors. 

A Dutch research foundation, 
the Sichting Onderzoek 
Navigatiesystemen (Navigation 
Systems Research Foundation), 
claims that many satnav systems 
struggle to find ring roads in 
towns and cities. The Foundation 
has worked out that the satellite 
navigation systems do not place 
enough importance on the road 
network hierarchy. 



■ DRIVING BLIND ... incidents suggest 
satnav can’t be totally relied on. 


This research not 
only points out a 
major flaw in the 
systems used but 
also highlights an 
alarming safety 
problem. The 
satnav systems are 
directing drivers 
through residential 
areas and roads 
that are unsuitable 
for large numbers 
of traffic. These 
rat-runs are being 
used because the 
satnav cannot 
differentiate 
between the 

importance of a 
ring road and a 
residential road 
when issued with a 
command - and 
motorists blindly 
follow, greatly 
increasing the risk 
of pedestrian 
accidents. 

The problem of 
drivers obeying satellite 
navigation systems without 
thinking has been around for a 
few years now and there has even 
been a sign developed, intended to 
be placed before villages/roads 
which are unsuitable for 
wide/long vehicles or heavy 
traffic. The Welsh village of St 


Hilary, near Bridgend, has had a 
number of these signs erected 
around it when satnav systems 
tried to direct trucks through it on 
a route between the M4 and 
Cardiff airport. In the space of a 
few months, more than a dozen 
lorries got stuck in the village 
because the road was too narrow. 


These signs are starting to be 
used in villages in Kent, the Forest 
of Dean and the Peak District 
after the first-ever “no satnav” 
signs were put up in Exton, 
Hampshire at the beginning of the 
year. It is expected that these signs 
will spread nationwide as initial 
feedback shows a marked 
downturn in reported satnav- 
related incidents. 

Tom Tom, one of the leading 
satellite navigation companies, 
has claimed that it is not the fault 
of the systems and the developers 
but it is a problem created by the 
authorities. However, the 
Foundation has proved this is 
wrong. As part of its extensive 
research on a wide variety of 
systems on the market, the 
Foundation tested Nav4all, a free 
navigation system for mobile 
phones. This system directed 
motorists via the correct roads 
when the destinations were 
inputted. The Foundation has 
therefore concluded that the 
software is at fault, not the data 
provided by the authorities. 

A spokesperson from the 
Foundation stated: “Motorists are 
unnecessarily being turned into 
‘kid killers’ by being sent through 
designated low-traffic residential 
areas and roads that are not 
designed for through-traffic. The 
navigation systems do not appear 
to be able to find ring roads.”

THE original Seat Leon FR 
flew off the shelves quicker 
than you could say 
“Formula Racing”. 

It was the biggest selling model 
in the Leon range, and a great car 
to boot. So what’s the new one 
like? Seat UK kindly loaned me a 
FR 2.0 TSI petrol fitted with the 
‘smarty pants’ DSG gearbox. The 
genetic make-up looks promising - 
VW mechanicals, and project 
design by Walter da Silva, the man 
responsible for the Alfa Romeo 156 
and 147. Hence the hidden rear 
door handles, a la Alfa. 

It’s a contemporary and 
forward-looking design, one that 
will polarise opinions far more 
than the original Leon, with bold 
sculpted lines running from front 
to rear. It boasts both energy and 
individuality at a time when rivals 
such as the Golf and Focus have 
gone for the “safe but dull”

approach. The original Leon was 
always going to be a tough act to 
follow in pure design terms, and 
Seat has decided to go for more of 
a revolution than an evolution. 

The FR is only one step below 
the barmy 237bhp Cupra model. 
And that means it ain’t slow - as it 
stands you get the same turbo¬ 
charged 2-litre petrol engine found 
in the Golf GTI, which develops 
197bhp and a healthy 2061b ft of 
torque spread evenly across the 
rev range. Sporty exterior visual 
markers include unique front and 
rear bumper styling, a double 
chrome exhaust, and 17-inch alloys 
which give a clear view of the 
beefy brake discs lurking behind. 

Climb aboard and the interior is 
impressive. One of the first things 
to strike me is how spacious the 
cabin is, and I love the three-spoke 
FR steering wheel and the 
attractive white-backed instru¬ 
ments within the binnacle. The 
materials are of good quality and 
the expansive centre console, 
tilted slightly toward the driver, is 
clean and modern. Functionality 
is not an issue, with the dual-zone 
climate control and stereo buttons

all within easy reach. 

The rear bench seat is designed 
to take up to three passengers, 
with Isofix anchorage points. The 
backrest can be folded completely 
flat to take boot space from 341 to 
1,166 litres. 

As it is based on the excellent 
Golf Mk V, good things are 
expected from the chassis, and the 
Leon does not disappoint. On the 
road body roll is well controlled 
and the amount of grip available 
through corners is genuinely 
surprising. The downside is a 
combination of sports suspension 
and those big alloys means that 
the FR is a very firm rider. 

The Press car came equipped 


with the £1,000 Direct Shift 
Gearbox (DSG). If you really must 
have an automatic then this is the 
best option currently available in a 
mainstream car. The FR is suitably 
eager off the blocks, covering the 0- 
62mph dash in just 7.3 seconds, and 
the engine feels supremely flexible. 

Economy is better than one 
would perhaps expect too, the 
combined fuel consumption figure 
being a respectable 35.8mpg. 

BASICALLY... 

Dynamic to look at and to drive, 
the FR makes a very strong case 
for itself and should be on your 
shortlist if you are after a rapid 
family hatchback.

At the moment, the 
problem is still relatively small, 
but in a few years time, when 
everyone is using navigation 
systems, the consequences will be

Top year for 
car bargains 


Anyone aiming to buy 
a used car in 2008 
should keep an eye on . 
.. new car launches. 

That advice comes from 
the UK’s longest established 
used car hypermarket chain, 
Carcraft, following its 
research into the effect new 
model launches have on 
prices of older used cars. 

Carcraft says Britain’s 
motorists can drive away a 
bargain, provided they are 
not so concerned about 
having the very latest design 
parked on the driveway. 

The firm’s analysis of all 
car types showed that the 
Renault Clio currently offers 
some of the best bargains - 
for example, when the new- 
model Clio was launched in 
2005, winning European Car 
of the Year, prices of 
versions with the older 
design plummeted. 

Mike Walsh, sales director 
at Carcraft, says: “As soon as 
a new model is announced, 
we see a fall of around three 
to five per cent in the prices 
of the outgoing model.” 

For prestige cars such as 
BMW this can be even 
higher, adds Walsh, rising to 
between 10 and 15 per cent. 
“However, for real bargains, 
you should wait until the 
new models start to enter 
the used car market, when 
buyers can see the different 
models side by side in the 
showroom. 

“This is when the prices 
can differ by up to 30 per 
cent even though, under the 
bonnet, you are essentially 
buying the same car,” adds 
Walsh, who believes 2008 
will be a vintage year for 
model spotters looking for a 
bargain. 

“A number of new models 
have recently come onto the 
market, which means there 
are plenty of competitively- 
priced older models for 
bargain hunters to pick up 


early in the New Year,” 
explains Walsh. “Three of 
the best examples are the 
Vauxhall Corsa, Peugeot 307, 
and the Mercedes C-Class.” 

And now, during winter, is 
the time to buy a soft-top, 
advises top UK auction firm 
British Car Auctions (BCA). 

“The British love affair 
with convertibles definitely 
cools in the winter, but this 
makes it a great time to get a 
good deal,” says Tim Naylor, 
BCA spokesman. 

“Soft-top values tend to 
rise in line with the 
temperature, with average 
prices peaking at around 
£15,000 in July. Compare this 
with average values of just 
under £12,000 in November, 
or around £11,000 by 
January.” 

Whether it’s the perennial 
favourite of soft-top lovers, 
the Mazda MX-5, or the 
classic style and status of 
the Porsche 911, nothing 
beats the feeling of the wind 
through your hair out on the 
open road, adds Naylor. 

Convertibles can be 
practical like the Audi A4, 
Ford Focus Coupe Cabriolet, 
or Vauxhall Astra Twin-Top, 
small like the Citroen C3 
Pluriel or Mini Cooper S, or 
prestigious like the BMW 
M3, Jaguar XK8, or 
Mercedes Benz SL models. 

“Convertibles are always 
good sellers, but they tend be 
more seasonal, making 
winter a prime time for 
bargain hunters,” concludes 
Naylor.

RESEARCH carried out by 
spark plug company, NGK 
shows that 40 per cent of 
cars on UK roads are more 
than nine years old, a trend 
that’s likely to continue. 

It’s also a fact that bodywork 
survives better than it used to, 
often disguising problems under 
the bonnet. Regular servicing will 
not only give better performance, 
but an efficient engine means 
lower fuel consumption and 
greater reliability. 

Simple checks on a regular 
basis go a long way to preventing 
many breakdowns. Easy to say; 
harder to do. A specific pre¬ 
winter service check should 
ensure that vehicles are ready to 
face difficult conditions. Basic 
checkpoints should include: 


Tyres 

Tyres should always be checked 
as worn treads are illegal and 
potentially lethal. Tyre pressure 
should also be regularly 
monitored and it’s important to 
have an appropriate all-weather 
tyre fitted. 

Battery 

Battery failure is one of the 
most common causes of a 
breakdown. Sluggish starting is 
a sure sign that your car battery 
is getting old but check the 
starter motor before you go and 
buy a new one. 

Radiators 

Radiators could have leaks or 
cracks so take a look and it’s 
worth testing anti-freeze while 
you’re there. The washer systems 
need to be checked and 


water/cleaner should be topped 
up before journies. Examine 
hoses for cracks or leaks and 
replace them if there’s any doubt. 

Wipers 

Windscreen wiper blades should 
be replaced after a year’s use, so 
check them out for wear and 
tear. 

Exhausts 

Exhausts work hard all year, so 
they’re worth checking at any 
time of year. A check up could 
also save your car failing its 
MoT. Exhausts are most likely 
to split at the silencer or back 
box, but give little warning of a 
pending failure. 

Cam Belt 

A broken belt could wreck the 
engine, causing £1000s worth of 


damage, while the cost of fitting 
a new belt is relatively low. 
There are no warning signs that 
the belt is about to break. 

Shock Absorbers 

One thing you probably can’t 
check yourself are the shock 
absorbers but the danger of 
driving a car with worn 
“shocks” is considerable. 

Basic Precautions 

Before setting off on a winter 
journey, check the weather and, 
if in doubt, stay at home. If you 
do set off, take time to run 
through the basic checks 
outlined above and keep a few 
essentials in the car such as a 
mobile phone, ice scraper, 
blanket and warm clothing. 

So be prepared, stay warm and 
stay safe!

ROB Huff has his sights on 
becoming World Touring Car 
champion after signing a new 
contract with the RML 
Chevrolet team. 

The Newmarket-based driver has 
been retained, as have team-mates 
Alain Menu and Nicola Larini, after 
all three finished in the top 10 in the 
driver’s championship last season. 

Huff, who celebrated his 28th 
birthday on Christmas Day, said: “It’s 
fantastic. The whole team is staying 
together, and I think we can be as 
competitive as anyone this year. 

“We proved a lot of people wrong 
last season with how we brought the 
car on, and I really believe we can 
now win the championship.” 

The former SEAT Cupra Cup 
winner had received other offers to 
race in the sport’s top tier, but once 
Chevrolet confirmed they wanted him 
to stay, he jumped at the chance. 

He said: “They took a big gamble on 
me as an unknown quantity three
